The origin 
of the outbreak in England is supposed to have 
been the bringing over of a dog from France, 
and prosecutions ave lately been instituted in 
two cases where dogs wore imported contrary 
to the quarantine regulations. The tisk af in- 
fection ie very real and imminent, and absolute 
exclusion of dogs from other countries ie the 
only security against it. The Department would 
appeal, therefore, to all dog-owners, and all 
persons having to do with dogs, to discounten- 
ance, in their own and the national interest, 
any attempts at smuggling.

ITALY’S DECISION. 


POSSIBLE DEVELOPMENTS. 


THE NEED FOR PEACE, 
(FROM OBR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
PARIS, Aprit 24. 
‘While hopes are still entertained that the 
Italians may agree to some friendly settlement 
of the Fiume question, one is forced to reckon 


with the possibility of a rupture. Both Italy | 


and YugoSlavia have openly declared their in- 
tention of war, if the settlement is not favour- 
able. One's mind sickens ‘at the prospect of 
another deluge of blood, for it is impossible 
that the trouble shuuld be isolated. For, let us 
not forget, that this may give our present 
enemies the chance of striking another blow. 
At a time like the present, one must try to 
avoid sentiment, and get facts in their true 
perspective, For five and a half months the 
peoples of the Central Empires have waited for 
peace. They wore willing to sign on November 
11. We know from busheis of official reports 
that their sufferings, in the meantime, due to 
privation, have been terrible, and that they are 
deeply embittered. They want ace, even 
more than we do. Any further lengthy delay 
will almost certainly be followed by irretriev- 
able cogsequences. Any talk of imposing terms 
will then be futile, for the fabric of social life 
will crumble to nothingness. Still further in 
the background is Russia, a struggling formless- 
ness, a sea of hopeless, helpless human lives, 
living in a world that has te its brain, and 
itself back imto orderliness. 
The old world-order is cggcking, in all direc- 
tions. A new structure I. be built up, in 
which justice, commonsense, and scientific. think- 
mg. shall be applied. The elements of order 
which remain must be preserved at all costs, 
and peace made without delay.

THE GERMAN DELEGATES, 

The Press Association’s Correspondent, writ- 
ing from Paris ou Friday, says:—Two German 
officials—Herr Dunker, Minister of Food, «nd 
Herr Walter, Inspéctor of Postal Services, ac- 
companied by secretaries and two servanits— 
arrived at Versailles at 9 o'clock this morning. 
Their arrival passed virtually unnoticed. The 
German officials, who will make preliminary pre- 
parations for the accommodation of the German 
Peace Delegation, were received by Colonel 
Henry, head of the French Mission to be at- 
tached to the German jenipotentiaries, and cy 
M. Oudaille, Special Commissioner of Police. 
On leaving the station the Germans were con- 
ducted to three motgr cars, and were driven 
straight to the Hotel des Reservoirs. There 
was no crowd, and no demonstration, the only 
persons present at the station, besides the 
officials, Heine a few journalists and photo 
graphers. The park at Versailles has been par- 
tially enclosed with barbed wire entanglements, 
in such a way that to go from the Hotel des 
Reservoirs to the Trianon, the Germans vill 
pass through a corridor, some 55 yards wide, 
edged with barbed wire. 

A message received at Copenhagen from 
Berlin says:—The French Government has been 
notified of the list of members of the German 
Delegation, which will probably leave for Ver- 
sailles on April 27th or 28th.

the persistent attempts to corrupt them, 
Their conduct has been wonderful, which was 
very difficull in the circumstances.It now appears 
that the Alliance Bank of Simla at Amritsar 
was not burnt down, like some of the other 
buildings, because the landlord was an Indian. 
Some of the Indians have behaved magnifi- 
cently in their attempts to help the Govern 
ment. The North-West Frontier Province 
‘officially declared to be perfectly quiet, and 
official reports from the Punjab say all is quiet 
at Lahore and Amritsar. Several movable 
columns are now travelling through the Punjab. 
Revorts that machine guns were used at Lahore 
and Ampritsar are officially denied. Several 
villages in the Punjab have been fined half a 
years revenue, and martial law hag been de- 
claret at Lyallpur.

being created, have lost their savour for us, 
and seem even to Frenchmen, such as Voltaire,

GARRULITY. 

I come next to what is the staple of comedy— 
and | may say philosophy and politice—that is 
“Garrulity.” Much of the physical philosophy 
in the “ Clouds” of Aristophanes was intended 
to be “aarrulity,” since philosophers were 
called “the garrulous ones” in Athens. There 
is no lack of such characters in the  eomic 
writers. Take, for instance, the “ bald un- 
jointed chat” of the jurymen in the * Wasps.” 
i swW"ckh and dean des Entommoira in 
Rabelais, and Moliére’s “facheux” in the play 
of that name. Under this head come grand- 
iloguence, travesty—in fact, every kind of 
speech in which the thread of the verbosity is 
drawn out finer than the, staple of the argu- 
ment. As a chief merit of good writing is 
that it should be adapted to ite subject, so 
laughter is caused wher, at * egyravated” style 
is employed in embellishing a mean subject, 
whether it is done by undue magnificence of 
language or by a tragical or lyrical metre. 
Aristophanes never wearies of ringing the 
changes on this method of exciting langhter, 
nor ure examples wanting in Shakespeare, as 
in ae Midsummer Night's Dream.” 
* These lily  lipa, this cherry nose, 
these yellow cowslip cheeks—-all gone, 
all gone’—a very Aristophanic passage. 
As a source of laughter “paronymies should be 
reatricted to nonce-words, or expressions strange 
to literary speech. In such formations Greek 
und early Latin are extraordinarily . rich, 
though the genius of French and. English 
eschews them. But Rabelais, out of bravado, 
had a mint of such phrases in his brain: 

Aristotle's next head is “paronomasia,” which

FALSE ANALOGY. 


The next head is “false analogy.” Under 
this head comes false analogy even of a more 
learned kind, such as was even more in Greek 
and English comedies when logic was more com- 
monly studied than at present, and the laws of 
language Were atiracting attention, but were 
not yet understood. To-day the discussion of 
logical and grammatical conundrum is not, a 
source of laughter, but euch subjecta had a 
etrange fascination for the associates of Aristo 
hanes, Shakespeare, and Moliére, when nen 
ead begun to reflect on the nature of speech 
and to ahalyee ite structure. The dialogues of 
Plato show how super-subtie dieting tions which 
now seem childish had obscured the meaning of 
simple language. The study of linguistics waa 
eachewed by Socrates, but it was the exervise 
'round of the sophists, especialle of Prodjua, 
ve pias, and Protagoras. ‘This passion is ridi- 
aba in Aristophanxe, Caper ally in Lne 
“Clouds,” when the old peasant went to school 
to Socrates and learned the importance of not 
confusing “rooster’’ and “roostress,” “kneading 
jack” and “kneading jill.” So poor Martine is 
taken to task by Béiise —" Ft ris parlons tout 
droit ¢gomme on parle cher nous.”

THROUGH FRENCH EYES, 


L’HONNEUR CHEZ LES BOCHES.

“DUBLIN DOCTORS’ PROTEST 
: by HIM 
AGAINST DOGS’ PROTECTION 


. BILL, 


Yesterday afternoon a special meeting of the 
Dublin branch the Research Defence Society 
was held in the Examination Hall of the Royal 
College of Surgbons to express disapproval of 
the gs’ Protection Bill, now before the 
Fiouse of Commons. The Archbishop of Dublin 
presided, and there was a good attendance. 

The Archbishop eaid that his reason for 
taking the chair on that occasion was because 
he considered it his duty, by reason of the 
fact that there were differences existing with 
regard to the moral question which wae in- 
volved in the practice of vivisection. Realising 
that such differences of opinion existed, it 
seomed to be only right that one holding the 
office which he oecupied should state his own 
opinion in public when called up 0 do eo, 

here seemed, ep far as he was ai to make 
ont, to be a good deal of confusion in the 
public mind as what was really involved in 
the matter. They had come to protest against 
the passing of & law which is called the Dogs’ 
Protection Bilt,-because they believed that if it 
should become law, it would retard the progress 
of medical knowledge and would ptevent the 
eontinuation of ‘important s¢ientific investiga- 
tion, which hadjfor ite chief object the relief 
of suffering mankind, (Hear, hear.) 

THE MORAL SIDE OF THE QUESTION. | 

As to the moral question which seemed to be 
involved, those people who object to the carry- 
ing out of experiments on living animals take 
up this position :i they say that no matter what 
benefits may reqult to the whole human race 
from the performing of such operations or ex- 
periments, no such experamenis ought to be 
made, if they ¢ause any degree of pain or 


eick ness. In other words, their contention 


amounts to this+that you ought not to do evil 
that good may gome of it. That is the moral 
uestion ad issue. It had been put this way 
during the last few days in a fettor in The 
Zimes from Mr. Stephen Coleridge, a pentle- 
man who of late years has been much before 
the public on the question, and whom he might 
describe as the protagonist of the anti- 
vivisectionisits. The attitude that he takes up 
is, that to use dogs for any! experimental pur- 
we ig a practice that should not be perm: te. 
he words that he uses in the letter refecre! 
to are,. “ to'torture dogs.” Most peorle vio 


read that letter would infer from it | 
that 95 per cent. of the operations performed 
on dogs were carried out on the animais when in 
their ordinary natural state, and not, as was the 
case, when Uney were in a state of complete 
i anmsthesia. He did not think that that fact was 
appreciated, as it ought to be, by those people 
who talked about “ torturmg ” dogs. lo use the 
word “torture” at ail in connection with the 
work of the men whom they ail honoured and 
respected as the benefactors of mankinay, and to 
whom they did not hesitate to trust their own 
and their children's lives, seemed to him to be 
pething short of an outrageous misuse of the 
i word. Everyone, man and woman, felt indebted 
to medical science for what it had accomplished. 
To speak of its benefits to suffering mankind 
as if they were “ prospective,” was certainly a 
little misleading. . 


: THE PRINCIPLE INVOLVED. 
Mr. Coleridges other point was that the tor- 


ture of dogs was 4 wicked act, Everyone 
would agree with the anti-research people that 
the dog is more the friend of man than other 
animals; most of tnem were the friends and 
owners of dogs, and they should all be sorry to 
see any of them huré. But the principie in- 
volved went further than that. If they were 
not to be allowed to have experiments perfornied 
on dogs for scientific purposes, and for mans 
advantage, then it was only a short step to 
comvug forward and saying that exper n-nts 
were not to be performed on any living animals. 
The present bill, to prevent experimenis on 
dogs, is only the beginning of a movement for 
the pr&ention of experiments in behaif of 
physicoigical science... The principle put for: 
ward iú favour of thé bill is that no matter 
what Bente may acerue to the whole human 
race, from experiments on dogs, they must not 
be allowed. Any@ne who gave the slightest con- 
sideralion to thet matter, must eee that the 
suffering entailed on living animals—and it was 
only slight—was incommensurate when ocom- 
pared with the berélite which resulted from 
these expériments. Man is on a different scale 
of being altogether from the lower animals, and 
need have no remorse in making use of them, 
under humane treatment, for his own best in- 
gc There is a difference that they could not 


ridge or measure between a dou's life and a 


mans hfe, and to insist that the slaughter 
of a kennel of coga was to be weighed agalasy 
the life of an innocent child, was in His Grave's 
opinion immoral. In aj! the question thers is « 
moral principle at stake, and that is the en. 
suring of the well-being of man, and that is 
what the anti-vivisectionist sentimentalists 
ignore. (Hear, hear.) The truth is thas the 
experiments on hving animals are. conducted 
under the very strictest supervision, and 
in conformity with the law, which pre- 
vents any inhuman person from carrying out 
experiments on living organiemer er Te, 
subjecting thgm to his own will.

A CHAPTER IN MEDICAL HISTORY. 

This life of Sir William Turner, follow- 
ing those of Sir James Paget and Lord 
Lister, completes a remarkable trilogy on 
reat leaders in the medical profession 
during the period when it made its 
Jongest scientific “ advance.” The writer, 
Dr. A. Logan Turner, son of Sir William, 
makes no attempt to produce a biography 
which, according to literary canons, 
might claim to be great. He tells us in 
the preface that his father was approached 
late in life by a publishing house with the 
request that he should write an account of 
the progress of medical education during 
his lifetime. As his father was unable to 
undertake the work, Dr. Turner is carry- 
ing out his unspoken wish in making his 


. biography follow. the lines of the progress 


of medical and scientific education, It is 
exemplified in the history of the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh during the period of 
sixty-two years when, as Professor of 
Anatomy, and later Principal and Vice- 
Chancellor, Sir William Turner was a 
leading actor in the advance. There 
emerges, nevertheless, from the history 
such an exceedingly clear picture of the 
life and character, the ideals, methods, 
and spirit of the man, as well as of the 
work h 

we believe that this will rank among the 
noteworthy biographies. ; 

Even viewed as a history, it is a ro- 
mance. The spirit of Edinburgh Univer- 
sity, its eager quest, its pioneer’s deter- 
mination to discover and possess the unex- 
plored regions of the world of science— 
this, which had arrested young Lister on 
his way to the Continent and retained 
him for Scotland, also gripped young 
Turner from the day, cold and bleak, when 
he arrived to act as ‘a demonstrator to 
Professor J. Goodsir at £200 a year. It 
held him till, after sixty-two years of 
strenuous service, he died in harness as 
Principal of the University of Edinburgh. 
Sir William Turner had the advantage of 
spending all his life im the same Univer- 
sity, and the even greater advantage of 
seeing 1t grow rapidly from almost puling 


' infancy to a maturity of life and achieve- 


ment, especially in its medical school. The 
number of medical students matriculated 
in 1889-90 reached 2,005. In 1870-1 the 
number was only 659. 

In this volume of five hundred pages a 
vast amount of scientific information is 
given in such a living way that the gene- 
ral reader has no difficulty in following 
where the man of science leads. The 
story of Turner's work in anatomy, anthro- 
pology, and alhed subjects, with letters 
from Darwin, Huxley, and others, is no 
sooner told than we are carried off to hear 
another story of the Medical Acts of 1858 
and 1886, and the successful struggle of 
the Scottish Universities against attempts 
by Parliament to interfere with the 
autonomy of the Universities in the 
matter of medical qualifications and educa- 
tien. The progtess which followed the 
Universities (Scotland) Act of 1889 is well 
described. Before 1889 only six lecture- 
ships had been established, four belonging 


wo the Faculty of Medicine, bat hy 1895 


twenty additional appointments had been 
made. “In 1916 the number slightly. ex- 
ceeded one hundred, while the assistants

The war has 
compelled him to examine the grounds of 
his citizenship, his duties to the Staty, 
and the possible conflicts between the wolk 
of man as an individual and. as a citizen 
of the State. He begins his book with a 
satisfactory defence of the use of the 
inethods of science in moral concerns, and 
then examines cogently the conflicting 
theories of the nature of the State. In 
the latter question the student of the 
works of Plato and Aristotle finds himself 
on familiar ground, for the author insists 
as much on the continuity of political 
ideas as Freeman used to insist on the 
continuity of history.

lar account of Mr. Beebe’s own discoveries, 
ne of the sketches in the volume, en- 
titled “With Army Ants, Somewhere in 
the Jungle," is one of the very best pieces 
of descriptive writing on a natural history 
subject that we have ever read, but the 
“hero “of the book is that remarkable 
bird, the Hoatzin. Mr. Beebe was singu- 
larly fortunate in being able to watch for 


‘a brief time the movements of,a Hoatzin 


chick, but in those brief moments he saw 
it “duplicate the processes which, evolved 
tlowly through uncounted years, have at 
jast culminated in the world of birds as we 
find it to-day.” 

As an indication of the vastness of the 
field still open for research in the natural 
history world the author tells us that on 
one occasion—ere he sailed for New York— 
he gathered together into an old bag “four 
square feet of jungle débris—leaves, sticks, 
earth, mould of all and 
during the voyage he employed his time 
in examining this for &pecimens. From 
that square yard of jungle he obtained 
over “five hundred creatures”’ of a lesser 
cosmos, and he calculated that it had con- 
tained “a thousand organisms plainly 
visible to the eye.” This is, indeed, the 
most interesting and readable “ nature- 
book ” that we have encountered fora 
long while. 
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FEN AND FELL. 

Mr Thornley calls his verses “ thin 
piping along beaten and familiar tracks,” 
and says in his preface that “ these callow 
owlets which I offer to Athens ” have been 
“dragged from their snug obscurity to 
blink and shiver in the light of day.”

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IRISH TEACHERS’ 
CONGRESS. 


VIEWS ON LIMERICK 
‘TROUBLE, 


CIVIC RIGHTS OF 
TEACHERS, 


The annual Congress of the Irish National 
Teachers’ Association was resumed yesterday at 
10 a.m, at University College, Dublin—Mr, T. 
4‘. Nunan, President, in the chair. 
full attendance of delegates. 

The first business taken up was the continua- 
tion of the discussion initiated the previous 
evening on the resolution proposed by Mr. 
Riordan (Limerick), as follows :—'' That 
while, as a non-political organisation, we have 
nothing whatever to do with the es ‘germ 
phase of the Limerick question, we hereby offer 


There was a 


our sympathy with our fellow trade unionists of 


Limerick in the unfair restrictions nmposed on 
their right to earn their living, and pledge them, 
as far as possible, our moral and material sup- 
port.” 

Mr. George O'Callaghan (Newcasile-West) said 
that they from Limerick stood in the same 
position that morning as they had done the pre- 
vious evening. (Hear, hear.) He still asked 
the Congress to tender their support to their 
fellow-workers in Limerick, who were still un- 
able to go to work without getting a permit. 
This was a thorough scandal, amd they thought 
that becaus® they got allied with Labour that 
Labour should do everything for them and 
that they (the teachers) should do nothing, for 
Labour. This was the feeling as far as he 
could gauge from some of the speakers at yes- 
terday a meeting. (Cries of “No,”') The people 
in Limerick could not go from one house to 
another without getting a permit. They were 
their fellow-workers, and he asked the Congress 
to help them. It was not a political question: 
Unionists, Sinn Feiners, Redmondites, and Na- 
tionalists were all united on the question, which 
affected the freedom of their collzagnies. He, 
therefore, asked the Chaitman to put the reso- 
lution to the House. ' 

The Chairman—The question has been tho- 
roughly discussed yesterday evening, and we 
are not going to travel ever the same ground 
to~lay. 

Mr. Thompson—Having. slept on the matter 
all night, I have not pitied my mind, and 
wish to repeat what I said last evening—that we 
tender our moral and material support to tie 
Limerick Strike Comittee. 

Mr. McNellis (Dungennon) gaid that there 
was one aspect of the matier he would like to 
bring before the meeting. How was it that in 
the North of Ireland, from one end of the year 
to another, no matter what business they had 
to ~transact, they never had a ward of friction? 
They mast give those in the North credit that 
at least they had done their share im the past 
wherever the interests of the organisation were 
concerned. How was it that when they met 
the different people of Ireland et Congress a 
jarring note of any sort was raised on organisa- 
tion matters? Was it not quite evident from 
that that matters were introduced which, in 
their opinion, should have been Jet alone? (Hear, 
confessed that the matier was 
sprung upon them in the Central Council yes- 
terday, and he further confessed that he knew 
very little about the matter, and he had the 
greatest diffculiy as to what way he would 
vote.

plamations unless a copy of the charge and the 
name of the complainant ie duly furnished.
